ipecial to the Commercial Gazette 
from Norwalk. O., says five Directors of 
parochial schools, Xavier Schlachter, Jo- 
seph Remmele, John SVhaetler. Alphonze 
Backle. and Matthew Greiuer, have been 
indicted for embezzling Public School 
funds for the maintenance of parochial 
schools in Bronson and Peru townships. 
The charges were made by Catholics.

The State School Commissioner was 
notified, and D. B. Sharp, a young Demo- 
cratic attorney of Columbus, was sent to 
e investigation.

The Condition of Kentucky's 
Crops Up to Monday. 



The weather conditions of the past week 
were vrr similar to those reported for the 
preceding- one, except that the local showers 
were more general and frequent. The tem- 
perature was aboormall)- bttfb earh day or the 
week, the average maxlssutn being about ft! 
degrees. Partially cloudy weather prevailed 
ia the greater part of the time, but tbe 
nt of sunshine ■waived' was amply suffl- 
for the needs of all crops. The amount 

•d area received a large excess. The 
•aroe mainly lu the form of lin-al thu 
storms, which appear to have been most fre- 
quent and heaviest In the Northern counties. 
It is thought, however, that the greater por- 
tion of tbe state received more or less precipi- 
tation during the week from these storms. 
The conditions have favored tbe harvesting 
r wheat, which work Is nearly completed in 
tbe Western and Southern counties, and Is In 
In all other sections ot the state aa> 
extreme East, where It is Just about 
ready to cut. As the harvest progresses It t>e- 
rident that the yield of grain Is 
than was anticipated. The re- 
ports regarding it received tbls week are of 
an almost uniformly favorable character. 
The average condition of corn has Improved
